Repeal of the married teacher regulation ia being urged by Dr. 
P. P. Claxton, II. S. ComtniMionpr of Education. 

Rfiports from some cities indicalo Hint a few scluxil l)imr(lR liavc 
not yet tak;en action to abolish the rule barring married women from, 
teaching. This rule never did have much to recommend it, and tfie 
war has made it iinixissiblc of ciiforcj'ment. Byery woman wKo is 
a good .tfftcher is needed, and marriiiRe is no bar. 

For the information of school boards that may not l\nve soen 
riaxton's stateriont of March 8, 1918, appealing to 
raarriod tt-achors to return to srhools, the Bureau ia asking that the 
following paragraph be reprinted: 

."There are in the country scores o£ thousands of persons, mostly 
women, of good scholarship and professional training, who have had 
sucorssfid cxpericTicc as tcacliors, l)nt wlio have retired from aetivi' 
aervic*. Many of tbese might render valuable service again in llu' 
school. As a means of relief in the present crisis, I recommend tliai 
they be called aprnin into aetive service, and that laws, ordinances 
and regulations of school hoards prohibiting married women from 
• teacbing in the piiblic schools he suspended or repealed."

Plans evolved by various concerns to use War tSaviugs .Stamps 
as premiums amounting to a discount on the purchase price of an 
article do not meet the favor of the United States Treasury Depart, 
menat. This disapproval who applies, the Ohio War Savings Com- 
mittee announces, to use AV. S. S. as an inducement, tq, promote ,pay- 
Qient of outstanding accounts. 

These reasons guide the Treasury Department's decision: 

First — War Saviiifis Stamps used as trading stamps or pre- 
miums act as an inducement to a pureliaser to buy more than lie 
might otherwise do. 

Second — It is not in neeordaiiee with the terms of the Treas- 
ury Depnrtmi'iil inst iiictioiis that AVar .Savings Stamps must he 
sold at the prices s|)e('iried by the government. ' 

Third — It is cuii^idired that the use of government securities 
'as trading stamps or as premiums_on merchandise is not a dignified 
use to whieii to put them. 

- Those who have been using War Savings Stamps as premiums,

"Spelling" by Mr. Bradnor was, In 
our Judginent, the most practical and 
helpful we have ever heard given In 
an institute on this subject 

Inaoourate spelling means 'faulty 
communication. Bvery time a word is 
misspelled the writer has to trust to 
tho mercy of the reader. He has no 
right to expect to be understood. 

True test of good spelling: Ability 
1(1 spell ones own vocabulary in writ- 
I. II work. Ones writing vocabulary Is 
liiiiil one-foiiith one rending vocabn- 
lary. The writing vocabulary atid not 
the rending vocabulary should be the 
basis of the minimum list for 
the individual. Learning to spell 
words for future indefinite use a 
waste of time. 

About nine-tenths of all misspelled 
words occur in the second and third 
grade vocabularies. 

Have pupils keep a long list of 
words diflleult for them. The words, 
the, an, of, to, I a, in, that and you 
make up about 25 per cent, of all the 
words of our written vocabularies. 
.■iO commonest words made up B0%. 
27S commonest words make up 7B'/t. 
850 commonest words make up !>0'/< 
1000 commonest words make up 02'! 
Dr. Agres list of 542 words recom- 
mended. 

Three things necessary In writing: 

1. Qet a clear mental picture. 

2. Attentive repetition. 

3. Few words at a time. 

The child must see the word, pro- 
nounce, spell it aloud, use It In read- 
ing and write It. More pupils arc 
good spellers today than years ago. 

Prof. Charles Turnlpseed discussed 
the War and Community Uses of Onr 
Schools. He believes that It is pos- 
sible for the school to assist In each 
and every activity that demands and 
engages the attention of all "pver 
there" which has to do with the war. 

He believes that everything that 
may be for the good and uplift of the 
community should at least have the 
hearty sympathy and cooperation of 
every teacher Md every school if they 
do not take the lead in them.

Co.inty Food Administrator W. D 
Cochran yesterday Issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

The attention of all dealers In the 
county Is called to the following ra. Il- 
eal changes in the regulations of the 
Food Administration, with reference 
to wheat flour and Its sale. * 
Heady >Uwd Floar For SaW m Tie* 
, tery Mixed Flsar 

"It Is dailrad to Insure supply of 
ready mixed flour on market and to 
have millers and dealers of all kinds 
eneonrage use and sale of this flour 
so the country may be on a mixed 
flour liasin without necessity of re- 
tailers making combination sales of 
flour and snbHiitiiles. All snch mixed 
tlonrs made according to tlie follow^ 
ing ref;ulations shonlil he labeled vic- 
tory mixed flour, and^ are to be label- 
ed with the ingredients In order of 
thoir proportion. 

"The flours so mixed must be mill- 
ed In accordance with the standards 
of the United States Food Administra- 
tion. No mixed flours (except Pan- 
cake flours) shall be made or manu- 
factured except in the exact propor- 
tions as outlined below: 

"Mixed wheat and barley flour shall 
be In the proportion of four pounds 
wheat flour to one pound barley flour. 
Mixed wheat and corn flour shall con- 
tain the proportion of finir pounds 
wheat flour to one pcinnd corn flour. 
Mixed wheat. Iiarlcy and corn flour 
shall contain llie proportions of eight 
pounds wheat Hour lo one pound liar- 
ley and one pound corn flour. .Mixed 
wheat and rye flour shall contain the 
proportion of three pounds wheat 
flour and not less than two pounds 
rye flour. Whole wheat, entire wheat, 
or graham flour, or meal, shall con- 
tain at least nlnety-flve per cent, of 
•he wheat berry. 

"All the above victory mixed flours 
may be sold without substitutes, but 
at no greater price from the miller, 
wholesaler, or retail dealer than In 
the case of standard wheat flour. 
Kefail Sale of Standard Wheat FInur 

"The new regulations supercede the 
nrty-flfty rule The retail ilealer sell- 
ing standard wheal flonr Is recpiireil 
Ir) carry in slock either harley tlonr. 
corn meal, or corn flotir. and with ev- 
ery sale of wheat flour uiust sell a 
combination of some one or more oj 
these in the proportion of nuo pound 
substitute to each four pounds of 
wheat flour. No dealer may force any 
othed substitutes In combination upon 
the consumer, and these substitutes 
must conform to the standards fixed 
by the United States Food Administra- 
tion. There are some localities whore 
other substitutes are available and 
which retailers may wish to carry. 
In order to meet this situation the fol- 
lowing flours may also be sold In such 
combination in lien of above flours if 
the consumer so demands, al ratio of 
one pound lo escli four p<innds wlieat 
flour 'I'lial Is, knfllr flonr. mllo flour, 
felerilla flonr and meals, rice flour, 
oal flour, peanut Hour, bean Hour, po- 
tato flour, sweet potato flour, and 
biicliwheal flour. Pure rye flour or 
meal may be sold as a substitute but 
must be sold in proportion of at least 
two pounds of rye with three pounds 
wheat flour. 

"The foregoing rules apply to all 
custom and exohange transactions as 
well as sales of flour to faraiera, un- 
less modified by special announce- 
ment of the Federal Food Administra- 
tor of the state where the mill is 
located, acting with the approval of 
the sone oommittee. 

Bakers 

"In compliance with general situa- 
tion above, the following alterations 
are m^de In rules and refttlatlons 
governing baking trade: 

"Rule 1 A. The consumption of 
wheat flour in bakery products not t0 
exceed seventy .^per cent, of the nine- 
teen seventeen lOonsumption Is hereby 
rescinded. 

"Rule S A. Wheat flour substitutes 
for bakers remain as heretofore, with 
exception of rye 'WhIch will be a sub- 
stitute when lued upon a bials of not 
less than forty per cent,, which Is 
two pounds rye flour to every three 
pounds standard wheat flour. When 
rye Is used in this proporiloii or a

"Rule C A. Bakers will be re- 
iinired to use one poninl siihslilntes 
to eacli four poniiils wheal flonr in all 
bakery products inrdudiiit; liread ex- 
cept class lliree .\ crackers in which 
o: ly ten per cent, substitutes other 
ihan rye are required. The use of the 
imrae victory will be allowed In all 
products containing the above propor- 
tions of substitutes. 

The foregoing announcement has, 
among other things, the following ef- 
fect upon Kentucky rules: 

(1) It does away with the rule as 
to a farmer getting 12 pounds of flour 
per month per -person from his own 
wheat without substitutes. 

(2) It does away with the 6 pounds 
per person per month as to flonr, and 

j does away with the rules limiting the 
j sales to L'4 pounds to town custi<||i- 
I ers and 4S pounds to country custom- 
j ers. 

I (:!) It makes it obligatory upon all 
, retail dealers to sell these substi- 
tutes with wheat flour, which Is un- 
mixed. Previously the miller was re- 
quired to sell the substitutes to the 
retailer; now the obligation Is trans- 
ferred to the retailer In his sales. 

(4) It does awajT with the No, 1 
yellow oertlflcate, and even the man 
who raises his own com must now 
buy his twenty per cent substitutes 
with his wheat flour. 

(5) In the sale of wheal flour twed- 
ty per cent, of substttutes must be 
sold by retailers or by millers selling 
direct to the consumer, al the same 
time as the iinrcliase of tho wheat 
flour — not one day before nor one day 
after. 

(0) Those buying Victory mixed 
Hour, graham flour, or whole wheat 
flours do not need to buy any substi- 
tutes with it. 

(7) County Administrators must get 
In touoh with all reUilers within their 
counties and make sure that they un- 
derstand their obligation in regard 
to the sale of the substitute as above 
set forth. 

- (8) These rules become etfectlve
